Under the One-Two-Three sys- 
tem of Sidney S. Lenz an orginal 
three bid is the only demand bid 
of the system. An original thran 
bid shows a very powerful hand 
and one in which the. decfarer 
feela confident hat, with little or 
no support from partner,  gime 
ean be made. 

Whon making a three bid, you 
must be in a position to do one of 
the following three things: 

Re-bid the suit shown. 

Bid some other suit 

Permit your partner to play tha 
hand.at three no trump. 

A three bid must be supported 
by partner with one quick trick 
nnd normal support in the snit 
bid. Or ft may be supported with 
four.carda of the suit bid and uo 
outside strength. 

Not holding normal support, 
but one trick and a diddable suit 
of Your own, this suit should be 
shown. 

When holding Jess, than four 
enrds of. the sutt bid by partner 
and a generally worthless | hand, 
your proper response is three no 
trump. © The — proper response 
would also be three no trump if 
you held enlyvone quick trick and 
no biddable suit, 

When holding better than the 
ane quick trick, and no bidtible 
suit, yon proper response would 
be four or more no trump.

thia is-malinly due to npathy on 
the part of the peasants, as a 
result of which the Government 
hag issued a deeree denouncing the 
management of the state cattle 
farms and has arrested 1,700 oftl- 
ciuly for their dismal failure to 
provide ment, .milk and butter for 
the “tofling masses.” 

They have also ordered the

4 City financial editor that Britain 


is in distinct danger of being 
pushed back on to the gold stand- 
ard by frenzied foreign gambling 
in sterling. ‘There is, says this 
authority, a risk that the pound 
may be stabilised quickly, if not 
at the old parity, then at some 
figure around four dollars. Thus 
the world marketing advantages of 
Britain’s exporting industries are, 
it ix held, again in danger of being 
jettisoned for the honour of Lon- 
don as the world’s financial centre, 
while a trade revival for the ster- 
ling bloc of countries is on the 
point of being: killed by the #ter- 
ling, prices of commodities falling 
before the gold prices ean rise. 
The view is being expressed that 
there is only one certain way of 
bringing this dangerous gamble in 
sterling exchange to an end. This 
iy, an. announcement’ that the 
British Government docs not in- 
tend toa return to gold. It is not 
so dreadful as it sounds. Britain 
has been “off” the gold ‘standard 
for many -months, has actually 
benefited from the change and has 
helped at the same time nearly one 
half of the world. The Midland 
Bank does well to call attention in 
its March Review to the fuct that 
never before has Grent Britain had 
such opportunitics for shaping the 
courae of world trade... There is 
at the present timo no world price 
for any commodity, for the world 
no longer operates upon ‘a -univor- 
sal monetary basis. Since - the 
middle of Novembor last gold has 
been appreciating in terms of com- 
‘modities : (that 1s, gold commodity. 
prices have been falling) while 
aterling has been fairly steady, 
despite the heavy decline in its gold 
vulue. Now on account of the great 
commodity markets in Liverpool 
and London, steady sterling prices 
exerciac. a ptabilising Influence 
upon gold prices. Per contra, fall- 
jng gold prices for commodities 
act as a wolght upon sterling quo-' 
tations. The relative atrongth of

had_o Jiterary Midis touch. Two, 
millions of his books sold fn one 
year. His. crooks plays made 
Marathon runs, In between 
whiles he turned ‘ott short atories, 
wrote newspaper articles, and ran 
racing columns, .One journal pald 
him £10 o day for-a single tip. 

Yot Edgar Wallace survived the 
Kupreme test. A eelf-educated, 
solf-made-man, he withstood the 
corrosion of immense wealth and 
groat celebrity. He remained just 
the sanme shrewd, cheery, debonair, 
srood-hearted fellow that he hnd al- 
ways been. Fortune might pamp- 
er, but she could. not spojl him. 
His genorosity was unostentatious 
and princely. His right hnand 
never knew which of his pockets 
hia left hand was robbing for 
somebody or something. . Amongat 
innumerable geature of *quiet, 
spontancous benevolence, he 
Floct Street dogs over hard stiles. 

His life was exotic. He smoked 
nround a hundred cigarettes a day, 
alwaya in a holde* as long as nr 
walking stick. His special wenk- 
nega was an amazing jazz dressing 
jacket, but he needed that. Be- 
cause his favourite plan was to 
get up after’ midnight, ring for 
the butler who was always on 
night duty nagainat such emer- 
gencies, und, with tea or coffee as 
a stimulant, delye away in hiw 
crook trensury, Weird tales are 
told of how many novels he could 
dictate at once, He waa a grener- 
oud employer, but no shorthand. 
typist could stick tho — pace 
he xet so who vas not “equal 
to record. But the dictaphone was 
hin net. Its sheer modernity and 
slickness enticed his temperament. 

Cheeful Loser, 

A born gambler, only tho race- 
course was allowed to interrupt 
athe kaatling: tenor of his literary 
way, But now and ‘then he 
emerged from the hectic ‘gold- 
getting to preside at a Press Club 
dinner or play a rubber of bridge 
in the club cardroom he had one 
day had the fancy to rofurniah out 
of his own purse I have often 
sat opposite that long cigarette- 
holder as partner in a hard-fought 
rabber. Edgar Wallace was not 
a front rank player, and had an 
incurable habit of overcalling his 
hand rather than Iet a rubber go. 
He could not stand knuckling down 
even at cards.’ But what a graceful- 
ly cheerful loser he could be! 

That was his philosophy of life. 
Ue mennt what he frankly said in 
his blography--lean adventure had 
greater charms Mor him — than 
seltied asfluence. He sometimes 
siehed fer the savoury husks of 
his old Fleet Street days, [ fancy 
he found more zest at the @ la 
ninde beef shop or the old sauange 
counter than at the Savoy or the 
Ritz. Safety last was Edgar Wal- 
Jace’s slogan, 
umbrella, in their metaphoricul 
entente, had no place in the equip- 
ment of one who had somtimes 
walked home from Kempton Park 
beeanae he had lost every cent, 
and other times brought back 
£800 instead of a solitary fiver. He 
once coaxed bailiffs into a game of 
poker that enabled him ‘to settle 
hia bill and left enough over for 
4 new overcont. :

USE OF THE DIAL SWITCH. 
“ROTARY TALK. 


an interesting address on, “he 
Dial Switch fn Automatic — Tele- 
phony” was given’ by Rotarian J. 
P, Sherry, at yesterday's meeting 
of the Rotary Club, which was held 
in Messrs. Lane Crawford's — res- 
taurant, under the Chairmanshig: 
of Sir William Hornell. 

Rotarian Sherry  snid:—-There 
are innumerable subjecta under 
the main heading of telephony 
on which one could-xpenk but the 
difficulty is in choosing one which 
will permit of non-technical treat- 
ment and, at the samc time, retain 
its interest. 

In selecting the dial switch for 
my talk to-day, I had in mind that 
it is, perhaps, the only part of the 
automatic equipment with which 
the average telephone user comes 
into-contact, and ft occurred to me 
that, as all Rotarians here are 
undoubtedly telephone users, it 
might be both interesting and use- 
ful ff I could convey to,them some 
knowledge of the operation of the 
dial switch and its function in posi- 
tioning the various selector swwit- 
ches in the ‘automatic exchange 
during the’ extablishment of a con- 
nexion, 

With this end in view, I have 
had a number of dial switches dis- 
tributed amongst the various 
tables so that my remarks will be 
more easily followed. 

Engineers’ Work. 

The dial switch is, perhaps, the 
simplest of the many pieces of 
equipment which, go to the making 
of a complete automatic unit but, 
in its present form, it represents 
the outeome of much research work 
on the part of telephone engineers 
to’ design a dial which could be 
manufactured at a reasonable cost 
and, at the same time, combine 
with this. the qualities of accuracy 
and reliability in operation, 
Laboratory testa have demon- 
strated that the average dial switch 
ix capable of performing upwards 
5,000,000 operations without 
failure, 

The B.E.S.A. definition of an 
automatic telephone system is “A 
system in which the calling party 
ix enabled without the ald of an 
operator to complete a call through 
switches remotely controlled.” 

It follows, therefore, that means 
must be provided on the telephone 
instruments to effect this remote 
control and it will be apparent 
that the correct functioning of the 
automatic system is directly — de- 
pendent on the dial switch which 
transmits the impulses. to the ex- 
change equipment. 

How Dial Works. 

“The malin parts of the dial 
which can be seen on inspection, 
consist of the finger plate” which 
winds up a clock spring on being 
pulled round; the number — plate; 
the impulse wheel; the governor 
which controls the speed of the 
dial; and two sets of spring con- 
tacts. The smaller set consists of 
the impulse aprings and the larger 
ix required for ensuring the cor- 
rect electrical association of the im- 
pulsing contacts with the — re- 
mainder of the telephone cireuit so 
as to climinate objectionable 
“clicks” in’ the receiver during 
dialing, and to arrange the avalil- 
able apparatus in the telephone cir- 
cuit su that the best impulse form 
is transmitted. 

Tn effect, the receiver and trans- 
mitter are short-circuited and a 
condenser—-which is fitted in the 
telephone for another purpose---is 
temporarily connected across the 
impulse contacts to prevent the in- 
duced voltage reaching a sufficient- 
ly high figure to break down the 
insulation. . 

When the front -circular plate 
with the 10 finger holes is rotuted 
in a clockwise direction until the 
finger-stop ‘is reached, it winds up 
a clock spring so that, when the 
finger is withdrawn from the finger 
hole, the plate returns to its normal 
position under the control of the 
speed governor. During the re- 
turn of the plate, the impulse 
springs open and close a number 
of times equal to the decimal value 
of the digit dialled, so that if say, 
the digit “6” is dialled, 5 impulses 
are transmitted. 

Inside Works. ° 

Looking at the back of the dial 
you will observe a slipping cam, 
with a long projecting plece, which 
is held in intimabe contact with the 
impulse wheel—the latter being the 


electro: magnetic equipment re- 


celves current during the make 
period, 

If the break portion is‘ shortened 
the current will be prevented from 
rising to its full valué and, {f the 
make period is unduly shortened, 
the piece of apparatus which de- 
pends on the current transmitted 
during this period for its continued 
operation will release. In elther 
case, the connexion would not be 
satisfactorily established. 

' Make and Break Periods. 

The effects of the condition of 


the line connecting the telephone 


with the exchange also: result in 
distortion of the impulse form and, 
in order to allow for reasonable 
variations in the make and break 
periods, a standard ratio.of break 
to make for impulses has been laid 
down, This specifies that an im- 
pulse shall have a break to make 
ratio of G6.6 per cent. to 33.3 per 
cent. of the impulse period, the 
normal apeed of delivery of im- 
pulses being specified as 10 per 
second, \ 

Thus, at standard speed, a single 
impulse occupies 1/10th of a second 
of which 2/3rds-is occupied by the 
break and 1/3rd—soby =the _ make. 
This ensures the — satisfactory 
operation of the exchange switches 
even under adverse ne conditions, 

It will be noticed that the cypher 
has been placed after the figure 
“9" on the number plate because, 
when the figure “O” is dialled, ten 
impulses are transmitted. This fs 
to ennble uniformity to be observed 
between the number of impulses 
sent and the number of steps taken 
by the apparatus which they con- 
trol, thus tending to simpliftcation. 

Call Described. 

1 will now describe briefly what 
happens during the setting up of a 
call. 

On lifting the telephone receiver, 
and before dialling commences, an 
electro-magnet termed a -‘relay”, is 
aperated which, in turn, actuates 
a self-driving switch individual to 
each telephone number. This 
switch rotates, or as it is termed 
“hunts,” at a speed of G0 steps per 
second over a set of 26 contacta 
and comes to rest on the first one 
which is disengaged. . When this 
occurs the calling line is then con- 
nected to what is termed a first 
selector which receives the — im- 
pulses from the first digit dialled. 

It should be apprecinted here 
that this happens in the brief space 
that clapses between the time the 
receiver is taken off the rest and 
placed to the ear and before dial- 
ling is commenced. Dialling tone 
will now have been heard by tho 
caller who proceeds to dial the first 
digit. The selector, responding to 
the impulses transmitted, steps its 
connecting brushes, attached to the 
mechanical shaft, to the level of 
contacts corresponding to the num- 
ber dialled. ‘For example, if “2” 
is dialled, two vertical steps are 
taken and at the end of the second 
step the brushes are automatically 
rotated to “hunt” for a disengaged 
connexion or “link” to the second 
rank of selectors which accept the 
second figure dialled, 

‘Lost Motion Exptained, 

This automatic rotary operation 
explains the necessity for the delay 
or lost motion period—to which I 
previously referred when explatn- 
ing the function of the — slipping 
cam on the dial—as it will be realis- 
ed that the brushes must “hunt” 
over the selector bank dontacts and 
select un disengaged outlet to the 
sucdecding rank of switches be 
fore the caller dials the next digit, 
as otherwise the impulses would be 
lost. ; . 

In addition to the-delay period 
of 200 milli-seconds furnished — by 
the dial, there. is also the personal 
pause between the dialling of each 
digit and the time taken to pull 
the dial round to the finger-stop, in 
which conncetion it will be recalled 
that the dial transmits ‘the = im- 
pulses, on returning to normal 
under the tension of the clock 
spring. 
> Similarly, a third selector is 
brought into service to take the 
third figure and the caller is then 
through to the particular 
“hundreds” group which. contalns 
thé required number or, in other 
words, is connected to what is 
called a final selector. The latter 
accupts the “tens” dight stepping 
the brushes up vertically as already 
described, but there is no automatic 
rotary feature as a particular Ine 
must be selected in this caso. Con- 
sequently it waite for the “units” 
digit and, on receipt, it rotates the 


-brushes a numbor of steps equal to 


the figure dialled.

CHINA. 


INTERESTING PAPER 
- READ. 


Tackling the very extensive 
atbject of “Books ov China,” 
Profesyor C, A. Middeton Smith, 
MSc. yesterday read a paper to 
the Hongkong branch of the Eng- 
lish Association, when he made in- 
teresting and entertaining — re- 
ference to many of the. volumes 
which have been published. 

Books dealing with early China, 
its history, politics, sociology, cus- 
toma, together with novels were 
all mentioned by the speaker, 
whose concltsions regarding the 
yarlous ‘literary contributions in 
connexion with the country and 
its people added much to the jn- 
terest of the paper. Concluding: his 
paper, Professor Middleton Smith 
sald: 

A World Civilisation. 


In this very limited glance at 
books about Chinn T have omitted 
references to many that may be 
the Cavourites of some members of 
my patient nudience. IT have 
had one object only---to perauade 
you fo atudy seriously the problem 
upon the solution of which the 
future of humanity reats. 

For if the world is to be stable. 
it must have more arganisation 
than was necessary tn former days. 
lengthened human 
life, diminished disease, increased 
the productivity of Inbour, so 
much that every human being 
could have tolerable comfort with- 
out long hours of work, If only the 
world's production and distribu- 
lion were efficiently managed. Yet 
there are many difficulties and 
dangers before the rising genera- 
{ien, : 

It is simply due to 
stupidity and inertia that 
of the greatest «acourges still 
afflict mankind. Machines and 
scientife ‘inventions can prevent 
evils, Seience can construct oa 
framework within which the good 
life is possible; it ennnot do more, 
Ho can cure sickne@® but It ‘eannot 
ensure what a man shall do with 
his health. [It can cure poverty 
but it ennnot ensure what a man 
will do with his leisure and wealth, 

Wisdom and Knowledge. 

The problem is, in the final 
analysis, one of education, Educa- 
tion that tenches us to be charit- 
nhle as well as clever, to work 
for knowledge as well os gold; and 
especially to reflect upon the wis-

It. is because this 
Association is concerned.with such 
things that I feel it a privilege to 
address you to-day. For while I 
beheve that science has made the 
road open ton future happier than 
nt any other previous atage — in 
human history, yet it is more true 
than ever to-day that man cannot 
live hy bread alone. . :

DR. HERKLOTS ON 
- LOCAL FLOWERS. 


ADDRESS IN UNION CHURCH 
IN KOWLOON. 


A most interesting talk on Hong- 
kong flowers was given to members 
of the Kowloon Union Church 
Young People’s Socloty (Senior 
Section) Inst night by Doctor 
G. A. GC. Herklota, M.Se., Ph. D. 
The apeaker showed # numbor of 
tnntern alides Hlustrating different 
species of Hongkong orchids, one 
of our strangest and rarest plants, 
mangrove swamp scenes, and 
different flowering shrubs com- 
mon, to the Colony’s hillsides. 

Dr. Herklota snid: Doubtless 
many of those who have come here 
this evening think that it must be 
n very easy matter for me ‘to give 
tn talk on the wild flowers of the 
Colony. But the task is not quite 
ng simple as it at first uppears, 

Three difficulties are particularly 
obvious, Firstly, the names of the 
flowers are neither familinr to us 
nor are they easy to rehember, for 
though our: local specica have 
names, yet, for the most part, they 
possess only long double-barrelled 
Latin names with no simple English 
equivalents. 

Secondly, the garent majority of 
Jecal plants de not grow in England 
and they have no familiar relatives 
with which they can be compared. 
The converse ia equally true Chat 
Buropert plants do not grow wild 
here in South Chinn, «The word 
Metastoma ix no harder to remem 
her than the word Agremoe but no 
Melasteinas grow in England and 
no Anemones du Hongkong, and 
although Melastoma is very much 
commoner here than the anemone in 
Bneland if is known to but few, 


European and Local Plants. 

Shin fact, of Che very parent dif. | 
‘arenes between Euro No plants 
and Hongkong plants, makes the 
preparation of a poplar talk on 
local. plants difficult. ‘The: third 
ania ia that there are no popular 
books on our flowers to which I can 
refer you, There Is the Hongkong 
Naturalist, which some of you I 
hope see, but it will be years before 
we have finished describing in that 
journal our familiar species. 

Bearing these difficulties in mind 
L sincerely truat that you will for 
ive me if my lecture is scrappy and 
patchy, and appears to be without 
any continuous theme, 

Because the local flowers are un- 
familiarto us, and becatise shrubby: 
plants are more abundant than her-! 
Daceous forms, many ‘people think} 
that this is a poor place for flowers, 
This js not true, Actually China Is 
the richest country in the world 
for beautiful flowers, and many, 
very many’ indeed, of the flowers 
which grace our gardens and con- 
servatories in Europe and America, 
have thelr origin in China. 


Hongkong Rich in Speciek. 

Hongkong is very rich in species, 
very much richer than any area in 
Kugland of similar extent; in_ fact 
Jar richer than the. whole of the 
may sur- 
prise many but is nevertheless true, 


When we think of flowers in Eng- 
land we picture 1 few species In 
masges,—blucbells, cowslips, prim- 
roses, anemones, buttercups, daisics, 
nnd porhaps some dozen othor com- 
mon Kpecies which occur over great 
areas during the spring and sum- 
mer months, Such masaes of her- 
baccous plants are rarely found in 
the tropies and are much more 
characteristic of the temporate 
zones of the earth, If, instead of 
thinking of herbs’ we think of 
shrubs, then we at once perceive 
tho fundamental difference —be- 
tween temperate. and tropical 
vegetation, We think of 
hawthorn, blackthorn, _ privet, 
roses, crab apple, and guelder rosc, 
but [it would be diMcult to 
name twenty kinds of flowering 
shruby which in England may be 
found in bloom in masses. 


Seasonal Differences. 


Hore, in Hongkong, 1 could 
eastly make a lst of 100) shrubs 
with attractive flowers, In Eng- 
land we associnte the mouths of 
May and June in. particular with 
the flowers of the countryside, In 
the trepies no one month posKesses 
an monopoly of the flowers, Truc, 
in Hongkong, on the edge of the 
tropics, seasonal differences can be 
noticed, but even, here, Juntary 
and February, for example, are the 
months when some of our most 
beantiful species blossom. 

Those facts, that the plants ‘are 
unfamiliar, that the names are 
diMeult, that the flowering period 
ia spread over Che whale twelve 
months, have led to this quite in- 
carreet. belief that Hongkong ds a 
poor place for flowers. : 

Two -other factors have great 
vigmificaneer., There is a vety large 
population in’ Hongkong nnd Kows 
loon, equivalent almost to Chat of 
Leeds and Bradford added together, 
It is not, therefore, surprising that 
niamy of the most benutifdl species 
are not to be found commonly with- 
ina hundeed yards of our front 
doort The botanist must he will- 
ing to pocafield, to leave the beaten 
track, to climb the slope and senle 
the precipice if he, or she, wishes 
to see the best of Honkong’s flora. 


Weather Factor. 

The other factor ix that of tem- 
perature, Very few — people here 
ever tramp the hillaides in May, 
June, July, and August, and even in 
April and September the number 
of walkers E meet. on the mountains 
is very small, If, during half the 
year, people are not looking for 
Howers, it is nol surprising to hear 
them say that they don’t exist.

When the seedling falls 
this root slicks in the mud, cither 
below the parent tree, or is carried 
away by the tide ta be washed up 
on a distant bank and become fixed 
there, : : 

The Inst. ten slides are of dif- 
ferent fowering shrubs to be found 
commonly on our hillsides. ‘They 
inelude the alion Lantana ond of 
native specles,Uvaria, Rhodomyrtits, 
Roses, Rhododendron, ‘Melastoma, 
Musaacnda, and Pavetta. 


Jn conclusion, may I_ask all to 
support Mr. Green, the Superinten- 
dent of the Hongkong Botanic Gar- 
dens, ‘in his diffiew't, and often 


‘thankless task of protecting our 


flowering shrubs’ und plants from 
wanton gathering, If you see 
beautiful flowers don’t pick them 
all and then throw them away by 
the ronrdside, Remember that 
others also like to sce the beauties 
of nature. Several of our species 
are strictly-protected, ¢.g., all the 
Rhododendrons (Aszaleas), Izxora 
chinensis, and of orchidy the 
bamboo orchid Arundina chinensia, 
and the buttercup orchid Spathog- 
lottis pubcacens,

The greatest anxiety is felt by 
the Sovict Government owing to 
the ‘possible failure of the grain 
crop all over Russia and the bad 
atute of livestock production, caus-

have not carried out more than 
half the winter programme, ac- 
cording to very reliable informa- 
tion from Riga, which states that 
this ia mainly due to apathy on 
the part of the peasants, as a 
result of which the Government 
hag issued a decree denouncing the 
management of the state cattle 
farms and has arrested 1,700 ofli- 
eials for their dismal failure to 
provide meat, milk and butter for 
the, “toiling masses.” 

They have also ordered tho 
atate farms to be split into smaller 
units. :

Werpnespay, Arb 6, 1982, 


THE RISE IN THE 
POUND. 


Those who have been watching 
the steady rise in the pound 


interested to learn that not all 
financiers are gratified at the de- 
velopment, Indeed, the view has 
been strongly expressed by one 
City financial editor that Britain 
ia in distinct danger of being 
pushed back on to the gold stand- 
ard by frenzied foreign gambling 
in sterling. . There is, says this 
authority, a risk that the pound 
may be stabilised quickly, if not 
at the old parity, then ..t some 
figure around four dollars. Thus 
the world marketing advantages of 
Britain's exporting industries are, 
it is held, again in danger of being 
jettisoned forthe jionour of Lon- 
don as the world’s financial centre, 
while a trade revival for the ster- 
ling bloc of countries is on the 
point of being kjlled by the ster- 
ling. prices of commodities falling 
before the gold prices can rise. 
The view is being expressed that 
there is only one certain way of 
bringing this dangerous gamble in 
sterling exchange to an end. This 
is an announcement that. the 
British Government does not in- 
tend to return to gold. It is not 
so dreadful as it sounds. Britain 
has-been “off” the gold standard 
for many ‘months, has actually 
bonefited from the change and has 
helped at the same time nearly one 
half of the world. The Midland 
Bank docs well to-call attention -in 
its March Reviow to the fact -that 
never before has Great Britain had 
such opportunities for shaping the 
course of world trade. There is 
at the present time no world price 
for any commodity, for. the world 
-no longer operates upon a univer- 
snl monotary basis. Since tho 
middle of November Inst gold hos 
beon nppreciating in terms of com- 
moditiea (that is, gold commodity 
prices have been falling) while 
sterling haa been fairly steady, 
despite the heavy decline in its gold 
yaluc. Now on account of the grent 
comniodity markets in Liverpool 
cand London, steady sterling prices 
exercise a ptabilising influence 
upon gold prices, Per contra, fall- 
ing gold prices for commodities 
act as a wolght upon storling quo- 
tations. Tho rolative strongth of 


+ 


tho two forces dopends partly up- 
on tho relative importance of gold 
and non-gold countries 3’ pro- 
ducers and consumers of particu 
Jar goods, partly upon the influence 
of London as n world-trading and 
financial centre. The Midland. 
Bank catimates that sterling can bo 
put almost, {f not auite, on on 
parity with gold in respect of re- 
lative power over commodity 
prices, At any rate, the gold 
standard countries, and thosc 
maintaining nominal parity with 
gold,. account for approximately 
one-half tho total of the world’s 
international trade. It is there- 
fore highly important that the 
sterling: prices of ‘commoditics 
should not be pulled down by a 
aonsational, rise in the gold ¢x- 
chango valuo of sterling. What is 
needed Ja a rise in sterling prices 
to somewhere around the 1929 
level, accompanied by a rise in the 
gold prices of commodities induced 
by controlled inflation in the gold- 
standard countrics,, as America, 
ia trying to bring bout. 

It fa suggested that If the 
British Government were to de- 
clare definitely for a managed 
paper currency for ail time, if it 
were to. express its intention of 
restoring the 1929 sterling price 
level and maintaining it by the 
usual monetary methods, the gam- 
ble in the sterling exchange would 
die an instantaneona death, A 
cheap money — policy could then 
safely be followed, which would 
stimulate capital development at 
home and provide an increased 
demand for Jabour, Sterling 
prices would yeadualy rise and 
America would be given real 
chance ‘to muke good with her 
“controlled Inflation” scheme, As 
long ns an active market in for- 
ward exchange were maintained, 
the fluctuations in the exchange 
valucs of the pound would not be 
to the detriment ‘of international 
trade. The future of London as 
the world’s financial centre would 
not be prejudiced, Sterling would 
become the worldvtandard instead 
of gold, As Mr. Keynes remarked 
recently, the old gold standard 
worked well when it was in effect 
n sterling standard, but when gold 
went “off” sterling last autumn, 
the gold standird became doomed, 
Whatever policy is followed, it 
seems highly desirable that ithe 
‘Bank of England and the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York should 
work in collaboration to prevent a 
“pull drive on the pound or av 
“pear” drive on the dollar, The 
“peg” on the exchange must be put 
hack. 


War on the Starched Front. 


Women have wondered for years 
how long strong men are going to 
cower before the tyranny of the 
elusive collar stud. And the starch- 
ed stiffness that goes with collar 
studs. Women lately have accom- 
panied the male human into. many 
of his hitherto exclusive pursuits 
but not the pursuit of the collar 
stud ns it rolls under some heavy 
piece of furniture and lies, elusive 
and obstinate, in a trumphant and 
baflling — silence, metaphorically 
amiling at futile ferocity. Now 
however, the war, often sporadic 
and halting which has been waged 
fitfully at times upon the collar 
stud and its concomitant shackles 
has been renowed tn-earnest.

Nows- 
paper people are not given to wear- 
ing either their hearts or crapo 
bands on their sleeves, But the 
working rank and filo of journal- 
ism, the veterans who graduated 
in the Street of Adventure before 
the war, mourn sincerely for Ed- 
sar Wallace. 5 

For them his pnasing ia in- 
comparably a heavicr blow than 
avas the death of Lord Northcliffe. 
The latter was a remote figure, 
fn newspaper Brass Hat with a 
pulssant baton. Edgar Wallace 
carried his pack in the ranks, and, 
out of ‘earshot of the red-tabbed 
staff, laughed with the rest of us 
nt the mighty Napoleons. We may 
never. again have,'in the | New 
Grub Street that‘ is already old 
und jaded, such a pleturesque, de- 
bonair adventurer, 

Edgar Wallace never knew his 
parents, A Cockney ppor-law or- 
phan, he was adopted by the warm- 
hearted wife of a Stepney fish 
porter. ITis foster mother work- 
ed at a washtub to eke out the 
humble earnings of an impoverish- 
ed household. In his most high 
and palmy days, Edgar Wallace 
never cenaed to remember, and 
never forgot to honour, that de- 
cent soul, He meant it when he 
anid that’ the woman behind the 
waatub was the real backbone of 
England. 

After trying to earn a pittance 
in various ways, including selling 
papers outside the Preas Club of 
which he’ was to’ become chairman 
and patron, Edgar Wallace en- 
Hisited in nu lina regiment, trans- 
ferred to the R.A.M.C., and found 
himaelf rubbing shoulders with 
Table Mountain. 

Just after Edgar Wallace had 
deserted his military career to try 
out his luck ax x writer, the Boor 
War came along to give him his 
first ren] leg up. He turned war 
correspondent, and his vivid style, 
knowledue of Army ways, and still 
more the cool audacity and alert 
aplomb with which he bluffed the 
military censor ‘and got his stories 
through to London, secured him a 
good job on Northeliffe's paper. 

He -avasnow fairly in ‘the 
journalistic saddie. but still only 
n trooper of fortune in Fleet 
Street. He remained just a hum- 
drum reporter, cheery, bright, re- 
sourcefal, and hard) up, till he 
etruck oll in some déyree with 
“Pour Just Men." Tt was the best 
of all his books, but it was a des- 
pairing effort to .aell a rejected 
by extending it. 

A Household Word. 

No publisher would lgok at it, 
but the author's faith in his own 
handiwork made hin) somehow 
contrive to publish it at his own 
expense, Tt made his name, and 
Inid the trail for his subsequent 
fortune,..but.the profits were no- 
thing net. Ife spent too much on 
printing and advertising. 

But now, suddenly as by the 
rubbing of Aladdin’s lamp, the 
Fleet Street maid-o-nll work found 
himaelf on the high road to fame 
and fortune. There is no need to 
capitulate the rest of the story. 
Henceforth Edgar Wallace was a 
name to conjure with on bookstalls 
and playbills, He supplicd a war- 
with the distracting 
thrilia it missed when the guns 
censed fire. In eight years he 
must have made at least £200,000 
hy intensive dictaphone hustle, A 
marvellous metamorphosis from 
the washtub days! But Edgar 
Wallace never changed a hair. He 


coined money like a conjurer. He 


had a literary Midas touch. Two 
millions of hin books sold. in one. 
year. His crooka plays made 
Marathon ' runs, In... between 
whiles he turned“out short storica, 
wrote newspaper articles, and ran 
racing. columns. Ono journal paid . 
him £10'a day for a single tip. 
-Yot Edgar Wallace survived.the 
supreme. teat. A achf-cducated, 
self-made man, ho ‘withstood the 
corrosion of immense. wealth and 
great celobrity. Ho remained just 
the same shrewd, cheery, debonair, 
good-hearted fellow that ho had al- 
ways been. - Fortune might pamp- 
er, but she could not spoil him. 
Hie genoroaity was unostentatious. 
and princely. His right hand 
never knew which of his pockets. 
his Ieft hand was robbing for 
somebody or something. Amongst 
innumernble gesture of quict, 
apontancous’ benevolence, he 
Flect Street doga over hard atilos. ” 
His life was exotic. Ho smoked 
around a hundred cigarettes a day, 
always in a holder as long as a 
walking stick. His, special wenk- 
ness was an amazing Jazz dressing 
jacket, but he needed that. Be- 
cause his favourite plan was to’ 
get up after midnight, ring for 
the butler who was always on 
night duty against such emer- 
gencica, and, with ten or coffeo as 
a stimulant, delve away in his 
crook treasury, Weird tales are 
told of how many novels he could 
dictate at once. He was a gener- 
ous employer, but: no shorthand- 
typist could stick =the — pace 
he set who was not equal 
torecord. But the dictaphone waa 
his vet, Ita sheer modernity and 
alickness enticed his temperament. 
Cheeful Loser. , 
A born gambler, only the race- 
course was nllowed to Interrupt 
the hustling tenor of his literary - 
way. But now and thon he 
emerged from) the hectic gold- 
xetting to preside at a Press Club 
dinner or play a rubber of bridge 
in the club cardroom hé had one 
day had the fancy to refurnish out 
of his own purse. I have often 
sit opposite that long clgarette- 
holder as partnor in o hard-fought 
rubber. Edgar Wallace was not 
a front rank player, and had an 
{incurable habit of overcalling his 
hand rather than let a rubbor go. 
He could not stand knuckling down 
even at cards. But what a graceful- 
ly cheerful loser he could be! 
That was his philosophy of life.’ 
He meant what he frankly said in 
his biography—lean adventure had 
greater charms for him than 
settled affluence. He sometimes 
sighed for the savoury husks of 
hia old Fleet Street days, I fancy 
he found more zest at the a la 
mode beef shop,or the old, sausage 
counter than at the Savoy or the 
Ritz. Safety last-was Edgar Wal- 
Ince’s slogan. Goloshes and on 
umbrella, in thelr metaphorical 
entente, had no place in the equip- .- 
ment of one who had somtimes —

Serious charjes, including one 
of forgery, were brought against 
a clerk of the Post Office before 
Mr. Wynne Jones at the Central 


Police Court thia morning when. 


the defence withdrew pleas of 
guilty entered at a previous hear- 
ing to two other charges. . 

The defendant Tang Yok-chau, 
was accused of stealing mail mat- 
ter, forgery of drafts and obtain- 
ing money by fraud. 

Mr. R. b, Lindsell (Assistant 
Attorney General) appeared for 
the Crownand Mr, GK. Hall Brut- 
ton was for the defence, . 

Mr. Lindsell, after consultation 
with the Postmaster General (Mr, 
BK. W. Hamilton), said he was in- 
atructed that if the prisoner 
pleaded — yuilty to the forgery 
charge the Crown would ask his 
Worshipi to deal summarily with 
the cage, 

Mr. Bratton then catered a plea 
of guilty to the forgery charge, 
und Mr, Lindsell withdrew the 
first and third counts, 

Addressing his Worship in’ ex- 
tenuation of sentence Mr. Brut. 
ton sald that the defendant was 
undoubtedly not guilty on the first 
and third charges. A oman, who 
had been in the Post OMe. but 
was now one longer there, bad 
actually taken the documents, The 
man formerly employed in’ the 
Post OMiee obtained no chop and 
used it on the drafts, The drafts 
were presented at the bank bat.

Wisdom and Knowledge. 


The problem is, in the final 
analysis, one of education, Educa- 
tion that teaches us to he charit- 
nble as well as clever, to work 
for knowledge as well ag gold; and 
especially to reflect upon the wis- 
dom of all ages gathered together 
in books. It is because this

Several members joined in. tha 
discussion at the conclusion of tho 
address. After complimenting 
Prof, Middleton Smith on his vory 
learned paper, Father G..T. Byrno 
mentioned that he himacif had 
made a lat of books and hnd plac- 
ed “Chinese, Characteristics” firat. 
After he hnd gone Into China the 
speaker said that he rather modl- 
fied tho impressions he had 
gathered, Books — written on 
Chinn, it struck him, were very’ 
much coloured by the particular 
national outlook of the author. 
The net result of hia conclusions 
were that “Chinese Characteris- 
tica” left a rather imperfect im- 
preasion on his mind. No matter 
how good a hook ‘was it would al- 
ways be a one-sided view. The 
apeakor commented that when 
writers of different untions all 
agreed on any particular point 
then that point could be necepted 
with safety. 


The Hon. Mr. W. ‘T. Southorn 
waid that Father Byrne's remark 
about the danger of paying too 
much attention to what has been 
written on China by foreigners 
owing to the fact that they might 
look at China with preconceived | 
ideas inspired him to bring wp his 
experience with that very excel- 
lent book “Good Earth.” He had 
discussed it with a European who 
had lived in China for a 
part of his) life and 
country extraordinarily wel 
friend who was well versed with 
that hook said that it was not a cor- 
rect view of the Ghinese —men- 
tality, and atressed the fuct that 
the anthor introduced into’ his 
charactera views and feelings 
which were entirely western, 

Shortly after that an extraor- 
dinarily well educated Chinese | 
gentleman who paased through the 
Colony recently was given Mra. 
Southorn's copy of “Good Earth” 
and usked what he thought of it. 
He wrote to Mrs. Southorn from

FORMER MINISTER OF: 
AUSTRALIA-HUNGRAY. ! 
ese? Vientn, Apr. 6, 

Tho death has occurred of 
Count Czernin, who was Austro- 
Hungarian Forefgn Minister dur- 
ing the Inter stages of the Inte 
European War.—Reuter. 

Ottokar (Count) Czernin§ was 
born at Dimokar in September, 
1872, of.an old Bohemian family, 
Adopting the diplomatic career, 
he soon became one of the intimates 
of the Archduke Franz Ferdinand 
(who was murdered at Serajevo in. 
1914) and the Intter had him sent 
to Bucharest a3 Minister. There 
he remained till Rumania entered 
the war in 1916. 

This outcome of his efforts in 
Bucharest resulted in his being 
bitterly attacked in the Hungarian 
Parliament.. In reply’ the Aus- 
trian. Foreign Minister issued a 
red-book defending Czernin’s con- 
duct of the Leyation at Bucharost. 

In December, 1916, Count Czer- 
nin became Forelgn Miniater in: 
place of Count Buran. In that 
capacity he carried out the peace 
poltcy initiated by Kaiser Karl. 
On the basis of military successes 
he was able to make peace with 
the Ukraine in Februnry, 
with Russia in March, and 
April with ‘Rumania. The .. con- 
versations with France which 
were carried on in Switzerland 
from August, 1917, till February, 
1918, however, falled to avert the 
offensive in the spring of 1918, 
With the publication by the French 
Premier Clemenceau of the letter 
from Kaiser-Karl to Prince Sixte 
of Parma, which had inaugurated 
these megotintions, Czernin hm 
to resign in April, 1918. 

After the war he published hls 
recollections in which he attacks 
Kaiser Karl. Rather than become 
a subject of the Czechoslovak Re- 
public, he adopted Austrian 
nationality and was elected to the 
Austrian National Council. but 
did not take any prominent part in 
its deliberations, In 1918, he 
made a striking speech on “policy 


{during the World War,” which has 


since been published,
